Collage ia disetad, mat be so changed, that a.smaller number of 


branches be adopted in the course of instruction, or a larger 
number of teachers must be procured. In the former case it 


would become necessary to confine ourselves strictly to the in- 


stitution of a school preparatory to the Theological Seminar. 
: In support of this it might yet be urged, that for years past we 


ut dents, who have not come with the 
intention of office of the ministry. It would 


therefore be perfectly proper to take the question into earnest 
consideration, whether under existing circumstances it would 
not be better to change the College into a preparator. 
the seminary, and to this end to arrange the entire course of in- 
struction, without reference to any training for other purposes. 


True, the dissolution of the College, after its having existed so — 
long, is not desirable; yet in my opinion it would be much better, 


if we were to confine ourselves to a more modest course and 
follow it out thoroughly, than to aim at much, while compara- 


tively little is accomplished. In the second case the troublesome — 
pecuniary question would again intrude, for which some of the 
brethren indeed find an easy solution, but which is by no means 
80 unimportant to those who are obliged to maintain themselves 
and families in so expensive a locality as the city of Columbus.

This question has already been proposed a number of times, and 
me that a final decision be made. To me it seems that

tion is this: Shall it be conclusive, that no applicants shall be 
received, except such as have made progress sufficient to enable 
them to enter the least advanced class in the Grammar School, 
The reason why this question is submitted is, because young 
persons are quite frequently recommended for reception into the 
institution, who are by no means sufficiently advanced in their 


class. It is often exceedingly difficult for the Faculty to decide 
what is to be done in such cases, Finally I also desire an answer 
to this question: Would not the purpose, which this Synod aims 


to accomplish through its educational institutions, be more fully 


met, if the instruction, in some of the branches taught there, 
were imparted by means of the German language? It would not, 
in my opinion, be difficult, provided the German language were 
properly taught in the lower classes, for every student in the 


more advanced classes to receive instruction in those branches 
which are treated only in the German language. In our con- 


sultations upon the future arrangement of our College the cou- 
sideration of such a question would be very advisable. 


Whether any other subjects are to be discussed in this con- 


family, the importance of this matter will perhaps become ap- 
parent. But this Synod is certainly not so poor, that a want of 
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vention, the Synod will decide. To me it appears possible to. 
transact all neeessary business now, so that the regular meeting 
in the Autumn of this year might be dispensed with. 

Finally it is to be announced, that the Synod of Missouri, 
&c., at its last convention in St. Louis, unanimously accepted the 
articles of agreement that were already adopted by our Synod, 
and that these articles are now in force in both Synods. It might 
also be stated, that Prof. Schmid, as the alternate of Prof. Leh- 
mann, and myself, were present, in accordanve with our appoint- 
ment, as delegates at the above-mentioned convention of the 
Missouri Synod, and were received with fraternal welcome.

The first subject to which the attention of Synod was ai 
rected, was the proposed Synodical Conference, and the position 
which this Synod might desire to assume relative thereto.

Our Synod consists of about 140 Pastoral charges, and accord- 
ingly we are entitled to 14 delegates, 7 clerical and 7 lay delegates. — 
Now the several Districts stand as follows: the Northern numbers 
36, the Western 36, the Eastern 28, the English 25 and the 
Southern 14 pastoral charges. Therefore, to void all possible 
intricacies, your committee moves:

October if possible, and the conventions of the District Synods 
shall be so arranged, that the President of the Joint Synod may 
be enabled to be present at, arid to take part in, their proceed- 
ings. Special conventions shall be held when recommended by 1 
resolution of a District, or when desired by ten Pastors. Suenn [aE 
request, however, must be approved by the majority of the 
several presidents of Synod, after having been trausmitted in 
- writing to the President of the Joint Synod, who shall then as 
‘soon as possible announce the time and Place of such ee 
through the Recording Secretary. 11 
In addition to this it was resolved, that a committee be ap- 
pointed to thoroughly revise the entire constitution of the Joint 
Synod, or, if more practicable, to prepare a new constitution, to Poona He 
be submitted at the next regular convention, and that the Presi- EN 
dent of the Joint Synod shall be a member of this committee. 4
